The Annual Mayor's Prayer breakfast scheduled for the beginning of 
May will be attended by the Lieutenant Governor of Alberta. 

The Honourable Lois E. Hole will speak at the annual event held May 4 
at the Westglen school in Didsbury. 

The idea for the Annual Mayor’s Prayer breakfast was moulded through 
the year's from former MLA Roy Brassard’s experiences with similar events. 

He attended a President's prayer in Washington D.C. and was really 
impressed to see the president stand up and talk about the importance of 
God in his life. 

Brassard decided to take the idea to the provincial level and eventually 
a Premier’s prayer was established. And eventually the idea filtered down 
to the town of Didsbury level. 

Hole is not the first prominent person to speak at the breakfast. Other 
special guests in the past have included Janette Oke, Stockwell Day and 
Rev. Dale Lang, whose son was murdered in the Taber shooting. 

"She is a delightful thoughtful person," said Brassard, who said he was 
extremely excited the Lieutenant Governor accepted the invitation. "She is 
a super person that many Albertans will be able to identify with." 

Brassard said the calibre of guests that have appeared at the annual 
Didsbury function indicates the credibility of such a breakfast. 

On Dec. 9, 1999, Prime Minister Jean Cretien appointed the successful 
business woman, best selling author, education advocate and community 
supporter as Alberta's 15th Lieutenant Governor. 

In 1952, she and her husband Ted bought a mixed farm in St. Albert 
which, by 1960, they had diversified into a vegetable and mixed garden 
business. In 1979 the farm was incorporated as Hole's Greenhouses and 
Gardens Ltd and jt has grown into one of the largest retail greenhouse 
operations in western Canada. 

Her Honour served as a sch<x>l trustee for the St. Albert School District 
#6 from 1981 to the tall ot 1998. She previously served, for fourteen years, 
as a trustee and chairperson lor the Sturgeon School Division and. for 11 
years, as a member ot the Athabasca University Governing Council. Mrs 
Hole has served as a director ot the Farm Credit Cooperation and as Hon¬ 
orary Chair tor the 27th Canadian Congress on Criminal Justice and for the 
Children's Millennium Fund. She also served as a board member of the 
Canadian Heritage Garden Foundation, the Child and Adolescent Serv¬ 
ices Association and the Quality of Life Commission. 

As Chancellor of the University of Alberta. Her Honour served as the 
titular head ol the University, chairing all Senate meetings, serving as a 
member of the Board of Governors, representing the University at all cer¬ 
emonial occasions and presiding over convocation to confer all degrees. 

Her Honour is the author of six gardening books (all Canadian 
bestsellers) and a newly released collection of life stories, photographs 
and growing information entitled I’ll Never Marry a Farmer. She has been a 
regular contributor to the Globe and Mail. Edmonton Journal and the 
Edmonton Sun, and was the writer of the Canadian portion of the 1999 Old 
Farmer's Almanac Gardening Companion.

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West addresses utility costs at PC fundraiser

Provincial Treasurer Steve 
West, who was the guest of hon¬ 
our at a provincial Progressive 
Conservative breakfast fundraiser 
last Thursday, said that he be¬ 
lieved most Albertans believe they 
will be okay after deregulation and 
higher gas costs and that rising 
utility rates will recede. 

West appeared at the Olds Le¬ 
gion Jan. 25 and addressed ap¬ 
proximately 75 people on many 
issues ranging from Alberta's Bill 


11 to the more recent electricity 
deregulation and rising natural 
gas issues. 

"Most people believe that in 
the end we are going to be okay. 
Alberta will get through this.” 

If anything West was looking 
on the bright side of the issue of 
rising natural gas prices saying it 
was contributing to Alberta’s 
growing surplus. 

West’s comments came the 
same morning ATCO announced 
a 51 per cent increase in their gas

prices over the course of next year. 

The provincial treasurer, who 
will retire from provincial politics 
when the election hits, said his 
constituency office has received 
10 to 15 calls in total over the last 
two months regarding the elec¬ 
tricity deregulation and rising natu¬ 
ral gas price issues. 

He said more calls have had to 
do with gas prices than the price 
of electricity. 

That statement was consistent 
with a Jan. 9 Calgary Herald story 
stating complaints about rising 
energy costs made up a minority 
of the calls to the Alberta consum¬ 
ers' complaint phone line. 

West explained he believed 
prices would go down eventually 
and that the Alberta government 
would support Albertans in the 
interim. 

"In the mean time we will stand 
on guard forthee and we will shield 
(Albertans),” said West. 

During the address West 
touched on many other issues but 
stuck to the theme of fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility throughout the is¬ 
sues he touched on. 

He said while the health care 
system is being reinvested in. cau¬ 
tion must be exercised in not get¬ 
ting into the same pattern of 
spending the country was in 10 
years ago. 

“Our health care system isn’t 
broken, but it is going to break 
us,” said West adding that a na¬ 
tional solution will need to sought. 

On the issue of the newly im¬ 
plemented flat tax. West said he 
has defended the system against 
people who have criticized the tax 
as being a break for the rich. 

“You cannot help the poor by 
destroying the rich. If you are go¬ 
ing to give a tax break you have to 
give it to those who are paying 
taxes.” 

The state of Alberta’s 
economy was also addressed and 
West stated Alberta was the only 
province which owns more than it 
owes. 

He also said the provincial debt 
will be paid off in the next two to 
three years. 

West said Alberta’s success in 
the past was based on values and

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Murder victim’s 
family satisfied with 
sentence - officer

A life sentence with no possibility for parole for 15 years is just 
punishment for an Olds-area landowner who killed a Calgary 
oilman, said chief investigator Const. Randy Yaschuk. But for the 
victim’s family, no sentence will ever erase their loss, he added. 

“There’s no just sentence for a person who was murdered, who 
left a wife and four kids,” said Yaschuk, with Olds RCMP. “ They 
are satisfied as much as our legal system can give them.” 

Wayne Roberts, 56, was sentenced by Justice Peter Martin Jan. 
12 for shooting Patrick Kent, 42, in Oct. 1998. 

Kent was working on a disputed oil well on Roberts’ Eagle Ridge 
Ranch at the time. 

Martin called Roberts a “dangerous man” who killed Kent 
“execution style.” 

Martin did not believe Roberts’ defence that he was acting in self 
defence when he fired at least four bullets into Kent as he lay on 
the ground. 

Roberts’ wife says the defence plans to appeal. 

Kent’s murder was the first murder in the Olds RCMP detach¬ 
ment area since the mid 1960s, said Yaschuk. 


Marz will be ready for

Further investigation revealed that many local people have 
had the same idea. A company in Airdrie said they have been 
unusually busy installing stoves in the surrounding area - 
Didsbury included. 

The stove analogy is an example of how people can adapt 
when they need to. And the uncertainty of natural gas prices in 
the future and what will happen to the price of electricity should 
concern everyone. Alberta has faced times like this before and 
has gotten through them and there is little doubt there are 
calmer seas in the future. But in the interim people will have to 
change the way they live to get through this rough period. 
Whether it is finding an alternative source of heat or finding a 
way to use less energy or freeing up the extra funds that will be 
required to pay a gas bill, people will have to adapt. 

Another adaptation may be a change of location. There has 
been much talk through local media channels about Alberta 
businesses leaving the province because there are greener 
pastures elsewhere. And that in itself is a way of adapting to the 
problem. In that case the adaptation may be a problem for 
Alberta in the future as the business is still gone when the utility 
prices do subside. 

All Albertans will be affected by the rising cost of utilities. And 
rebates may not be enough for all families. There has been 
increasing speculation that people on fixed incomes will have to 
rely on the Food Bank. So give generously if you are in a position 
to do so. Humans are creatures of survival and we can survive 
this. Even if it gets ugly.

I don’t need to be telling you about the farm 
income crisis. 

Farm women have grave concerns about the 
lack of farm income and support. We see the 
effects on our husbands and children - the 
fatigue, the sudden anger, the loss of hope. We 
see the effects in our community - the closing of 
business’s the empty homes, the closing of 
schools and churches. We see the effects in the 
cities - the worry about food safety, the loss of 
touch with reality of life on the farm. We see the 
effects in ourselves - the need to accomplish ever 
more on the farm, the off farm employment, the 
request to accept another volunteer position, 
the worry and despair over unpaid bills, the 
weariness. 

Our vision is for thriving rural communities, 
supported and made strong by people making 
and enjoying their living on family farms, in 
healthy relationships with each other, the com¬ 
munity and the earth. Our vision is farmers 
producing quality food and products for Canada 
and the world; blending our courageous indi¬ 
vidualism with an equal passion for cooperation 
and neighbourliness; and moving to the future 
with hope, faith and confidence. 

That is our vision, but it is a long way from 
reality. Instead of coming closer to being reality, 
it is moving further away. It behooves our 
nation to remember that “as goes agriculture, 
so goes the nation.” Now is the time to act. 

The Canadian Federation of Agriculture 


(CFA), (of which Wild Rose Agriculture Producers, 
Alberta’s general farm organization is a member) 
has been talking, and talking and talking, to 
governments and the media about the problem. 
Talk is easy to meet with more talk and words. 
Action gets noticed. There is a law of physics that 
for every action there is an equal reaction. We want 
governments to react with commitments for finan¬ 
cial support. Feb. 6 has been set as a day of action. 
Feb. 6 is the day by which the average wage earner 
in Canada has earned enough money to pay for all 
the food for the family for the year. Jan. 9 is the day 
by which the farmer’s share has been paid for. 

What can you do? Talk to your neighbours, 
make plans over a cup of coffee. Visit a politician, 
phone the Prime Minister’s office, sell a load of 
bread for the farmer’s share - 5 cents, write a letter, 
drive a tractor to town for groceries, wear your 
coveralls when you buy the groceries, boycott a 
hockey game, tell your story. Do something that 
you are comfortable doing, that is law abiding and 
that will inform the government and public that 
food production is important, and the family farm 
is the finest, perhaps only, sustainable model for 
food production.

Prohibition will not prevent drinking and driving 


Remember the BAC charts that 
told you how many drinks you could 
have and still be under the legal limit 
for driving? They’re not around any 
more. Now. the message is “don’t 
drink and drive." Period. 

According to an Environics sur¬ 
vey commissioned by the Canada 
Safety Council last fall, most of us 
stick to that advice. Seventy per 


The federal government 
should support prairie farmers 
the same way it came to the aid 
of Bombardier this week. Neil 
Silver, president of Agricore and 
a farmer from Alberta, says the 
situations of Bombardier and 
the western Canadian grain and 
oilseed industry are very simi¬ 
lar. Both he says deserve gov¬ 
ernment help to counteract ex¬ 
port subsidies in competing 
countries. 

Silver says Agricore strongly 
supports well enforced interna¬ 
tional trade rules and congratu¬ 
lates Ottawa for taking strong 
and decisive action to retaliate 
when those rules were so obvi¬ 
ously ignored. “But,” Silver 
says, “farmers are also being 
crushed by governments who 
are breaking trade rules with 
export subsidies. And the 
stakes,” he says,” are even 
higher.” 

In a letter to Prime Minister 
Jean Chretien January 12, Sil¬ 
ver says there are at least 80,000 
grain and oilseed producers in 
western Canada plus thousands 
more who work in related busi¬ 
nesses. Between August ’99 and 
August ’00, over 23,000 people 
left the agriculture industry in 
western Canada because of the 
severe economic conditions. 
Bombardier employs 24,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

Silver says the federal gov¬ 
ernment is assisting Bombar¬ 
dier because the Canadian aero¬ 
space industry has invested $850 
million dollars into the coun¬ 
try’s economy with sales in 1999 
at $17.1 billion. Even now, dur¬ 
ing this severe economic down¬ 
turn in Canadian agriculture, 
its value to the economy is over 
$70 billion. Grains and oilseeds 
alone account for more than 15 
percent of Canada’s total trade 
surplus. 

Agricore’s president says the 
federal government reasons it 
must assist Bombardier because 
the activities of Brazil contra¬ 
vene the World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion agreement on subsidies. 
Silver says’” Agricore believes 
the activities of our major com¬ 
petitors contravene the spirit of 
the WTO itself “ 

“In 1999, the United States 
spent well over $33 billion in 
Canadian dollars on direct sub¬ 
sidies for agriculture. The same 
year, the European Union spent 
$56 billion Cdn on direct subsi- 


cent of respondents said they never 
drive after drinking any amount of 
alcohol.

“Yes, Bombar¬ 
dier is hit by Brazilian subsidies 
but so is the grain industry in 
western Canada.” 

“The situation is very grave 
indeed,” Silver says. “ I am 
urging the Prime Minister to 
become personally involved and 
to work with his Ministers to 
immediately develop and imple¬ 
ment an assistance package for 
western Canadian grain and 
oilseed farmers. Agricore has 
submitted suggestions for cost 
reductions, assistance with 
farm debt and the delivery of 
additional assistance “

Experience in European countries 
reveals that lowering the blood alco¬ 
hol concentration (BAC) from the 
0.08 limit does not reduce alcohol- 
related collisions. For most people 
whose BAC is below that level, their 
collision involvement rate is not sig¬ 
nificantly higher than non-drinking 
drivers. Drivers whose BAC is 0.150 
or higher are over 200 times more 
likely to be involved in a fatal crash 
than non-drinking drivers. 

Most impaired drivers killed in 
car crashes have BACs of at least 
0.15, close to twice the current limit. 
Many of these are hard core drink¬ 
ing drivers who share several char-

acteristics: 

■ They drink frequently, often to 
excess. Many are alcohol depend¬ 
ent and they repeatedly drive after 
drinking. 

■ When they drink and drive, their 
BAC is two to three times the legal 
limit and many have previously been 
convicted for impaired driving and 
have driven while suspended. 

• They resist changing their be¬ 
haviour. and are insensitive to anti¬ 
drinking-driving campaigns. 

If the limit drops to 0.05, it is far 
more likely that these chronic of¬ 
fenders will drive at three times the 
legal BAC, than that they will not 
drive drunk.

QUESTION: I’ve heard that we forget more than 80 
percent of what we learn. 

When you consider the cost of getting an education, I 
wonder why we put all that effort into examinations, 
textbooks, homework and years spent in boring class¬ 
rooms. Is education really worth what we invest in it? 

DR. DOBSON: In fact, it is. There are many valid 
reasons for learning, even if forgetting will take its usual 
toll. 

First, one of the important functions of the learning 
process is the self-discipline and self-control that it fosters. 

Good students learn to follow directions, carry out 
assignments and channel their mental faculties. 

Second, even if facts and concepts can’t be recalled, the 
individual knows they exist and where to find them. 

He or she can retrieve the information if needed. 

Third, old learning makes new learning easier. 

Each mental exercise gives us more associative cues with 
which to link future ideas and concepts, and we are 
changed for having been through the process of learning. 

Fourth, we don’t really forget everything that is beyond 
the reach of our memories. 

The information is stored in the brain and will return to 
consciousness when properly stimulated. 

And fifth, we are shaped by the influence of the intelli¬ 
gent and charismatic people who taught us. 

I wish there were an easier, more efficient process for 
shaping human minds than the slow and painful experience 
of education. 

But until a “learning pill” is developed, the old-fash¬ 
ioned approach will have to do. 

QUESTION: My former wife and I were married for 13 
years before we divorced two years ago. She has since 
remarried and has custody of our 12-year-old daughter. 

Recently I’ve learned that my ex-wife is saying things to 
our daughter that I feel are damaging to her spirit. 

She frequently blames her weight problem, smoking 
addiction and financial woes on our daughter (“I wouldn’t 
be in this mess if it weren’t for you”). 

She also has no respect for our daughter’s boundaries, 
and routinely confiscates cash gifts that are received for 
birthday or Christmas presents. 

Since I am no longer recognized as the primary care- 
provider, I am somewhat hesitant to raise objections. Still, 
she is my daughter, and it pains me to see her subjected to 
this kind of abuse. 

Should I step in and make things right? 

DR. DOBSON: I’ m sure what you are witnessing is 
extremely distressing and I wish there were legal remedies 
to help you protect your daughter. 

Within certain limits, however, your ex-wife is permitted 
by the court to be a bad mother and even do things that are 
harmful to the child. 

If you attack her or try to place her on the defensive, you 
could even make things tougher for your daughter. Apart 
from what you can accomplish with your wife through 
negotiation and personal influence, then, your hands are 
tied. 

There is, however, so much that you can do directly with 
your daughter, even though you don’t have custody over 
her. 

Work hard on that relationship. 

Be there for her when she needs you. 

Give her the best of your love and attention when she 
visits. 

At 12 years of age, she is at the most vulnerable time of 
her life and needs a father who thinks she is very special. 

You can have a profound influence on her if you demon¬ 
strate your love and concern consistently during this 
difficult period of her life. 

Remember, too, that the present situation may be tempo¬ 
rary. 

Teen-agers are given greater latitude in deciding which 
parent they want to live with. 

By your daughter’s choice, you might have custody of 
her in a year or two. Until then, all you can do is the best 
you can do. 

I pray that it will be enough.

Better attendance, better marks 


Two studies have recently 
been conducted in the United 
States, both of which suggest 
that class attendance has an 
impact on marks. 

The first study, conducted in 
Rochester, New York, suggests 
that small improvements in at¬ 
tendance yield large gains in 
scores. 

Using the results of New 
York state's English Regents 
exam, the researchers concluded 


that students attending the mini¬ 
mum time, 85 percent, tended to 
score below the passing mark of 
55 percent; students attending 
89 percent of the time scored in 
the 55 to 64 percent range; stu¬ 
dents attending 91 percent of 
the time scored in the 65 to 84 
percent range; and students at¬ 
tending 93 percent of the time or 
more scored in the 85 to 100 
percent range. 

The second study, conducted 


in Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
found that attendance was a 
more powerful predictor of school 
performance than poverty. 

Studying the results of the 
eighth graders who took a basic 
skills test in the district, the 
director of research and evalua¬ 
tion found that "students at¬ 
tending 95 percent of the time 
had twice the pass rate in read¬ 
ing compared to those who at¬ 
tended 80 percent of the time.

Moving day came and went for 
the Didsbury RCMP on Jan. 22 
and a smooth transition took 
place. 

“We had no problems.” said 
Cpl. Vaugn Christensen. “The 
phones and the computers were 
running perfectly. It was as 
smooth as silk.” 

Since the opening of the new 
building, the RCMP have housed 
seven different prisoners and on 
the first court date they were able 
to separate prisoners (females 
and males) by putting them in dif¬ 
ferent cells. 

At the old RCMP building there 
was just one cell and on occa¬ 
sions prisoners had to be hand¬ 


cuffed to stationary objects. 

“It’s excellent,” said 
Christensen, explaining the ben¬ 
efits of having a better cell block 
system. “The last court date was 
prime example.” 

The new building also offers 
more room to the officers who work 
out of the local detachment. Now 
every officer has a desk, rather 
than all of them sharing two. 

Christensen said the move has 


been a morale booster for every¬ 
one. 

The new detachment is located 
at 2425, 19th St. in Didsbury. 

There will be a grand opening 
for the building, which will be open 
to the public, in June. 

Christensen said some details 
of the building still have be com¬ 
pleted. such as the landscaping, 
so the grand opening has been 
put off until the summer months.

Wood-burning stoves getting popular in Didsbury 

High natural gas prices have residents and businessmen looking tor alternative heating sources.

Didsbury businessman Lowell Grasse didn't plan on the 
cost of natural gas rising as much as it did when he 
purchased a wood burning stove to help heat his business. 

But after already high natural gas prices were increased 
earlier this week by ATCO by 51 per cent, he is glad that 
Grasse Lumber Sales has a complimentary heat source. 

“My gas bill was $211 using a wood stove last month,” 
said Grasse, who guesses he saved at least that much 
money because of the heat generated by the stove which 
was purchased in November of last year. 

"Initially we got the stove because we wanted to create 
a cosy atmosphere - a sense of warmth. But now it isn’t 
going to take very long for it to pay for itself.” 

The wood stove in the lumber yard office makes perfect 
sense. Cutting wood at various lengths makes for many 
extra scraps. Now instead of throwing those scraps out. 
Grasse is able to heat part of his building. 

The stove installed at Grasse Lumber Sales heats ap¬ 
proximately a 1,500 sq. foot building. While the lumber 
store is 2,500 sq. feet with 12' walls, Grasse maintains he has 
noticed a real difference. 

“It is a nice dry heat and it is noticable.” 

When Grasse starts his stove in the morning he burns 
the first load on high to get everything warmed up After 
that he is able to damper down the fire, which makes the fire 


burn slower but supplies a constant amount of heat. 

Grasse said the high price of natural gas has affected 
his business in more ways than just heating costs. Many 
of the products he sells, like drywall need natural gas 
during its baking process. That means he is incurring 
higher costs that he has had to pass on to the consumer. 

“It has affected all of the products we sell,” he said 
adding some customers have been upset about the price 
increase. “It makes it hard for them. Not only are they 
paying for it in the products they buy but their gas bill at 
home is also going up.” 

Grasse's purchase of a wood burning stove is not out 
of sync with what is happening in the Didsbury area. 

Airdrie businessman John Chiasson, who owns 
Stoveworks said many people in the Didsbury area have 
bought stoves citing high natural gas prices as their 
reason why. 

“Usually after Christmas our business slows right 
down. But this year it hasn't slowed down with instal¬ 
ments one bit and 90 per cent of the stoves we are 
installing are wood burning stoves.” 

Chiasson said people tell him they arc installing wood 
burning stoves because of natural gas increases and that 
they usually say they have a good line on firewood. 

“That’s something I hear over and over again.” 

Chiasson sells stoves of all different sizes and styles.

He has sold stoves that heat a building anywhere from 600 
to 3,000 sq. feet. 

There are other benefits to having a wood stove said 
Chiasson. First, a wood burning stove as a good source of 
heat even when the power is out. Secondly they are 
cheaper and a proper stove release few harmful emissions, 
said Chiasson. 

He said most people haven’t really been concerned with 
the atheistic quality of the stoves; that their main concern 
was the amount of heat they gave off. 

Chiasson added those interested in buying a wood 
burning stove should find a dealer that sells stoves which 
are CSA approved.

Why is Alberta moving to a single-rate of tax? 

On January 1 , 2001, Alberta made history as the only province to move to a single-rate personal income 
tax system, using a rate of 10 per cent. The change was based on responses to the Alberta government’s 
1998 Talk it up Talk it out survey, which made it clear that Albertans wanted a simple and fair tax system. 

Moving to the single-rate system will ensure all Albertans continue to pay the lowest taxes 
in Canada. Alberta’s new tax system means: 

• Albertans will pay less tax; 

• approximately 200,000 additional Albertans will pay no provincial income taxes; 

• one-income families will no longer be treated unfairly; 

• workers will not be punished when they work overtime or get a promotion; 

• seniors will pay significantly less taxes; and, most importantly, 

• hard-working Albertans’ money will stay where it belongs - in their pockets. 


How does the single-rate system work? 

As of January 1 , 2001, you will pay provincial income tax of 10 per cent on your taxable income. 

Basic exemptions will increase significantly, to $12,900 from the previous $7,231. Spousal exemptions 
will more than double, increasing to $12,900 from the previous $6,140. All other non-refundable credits 
will still apply and provincial income taxes will be indexed to inflation. 


How much will I save? 

In total, Albertans will pay $1.5 billion less in personal income tax than in 1998. To find out how much 
you’ll save on your personal income taxes, visit the Alberta government’s tax calculator on the Internet at 
www.albertataxcuts.com. Average provincial income tax savings with the new plan will work out to 
approximately 23 per cent. 

For example, a one-income or single-parent family with two children earning $30,000 paid $343 in provincial 
income tax in 2000. In 2001 that same family will get back $701, a difference of $1,044. A two-income family 
with two children earning $55,000 paid $2,406 provincial income tax in 2000. In 2001, that same family will 
pay only $1,782, a difference of $624. A senior couple with an income of $40,000 paid $1,241 in provincial 
income tax in 2000. In 2001, that same couple will pay only $545, a savings of $696.

Local cowboys given a 
rough ride at Wrangler 
Rodeo Tour in Colorado

It was a tough, wild wooly ride for 
local hands at the first stop in the 
Wrangler Pro Rodeo Tour held in 
Denver Colorado from Jan. 18-21. 

Considered a premiere rodeo sanc¬ 
tioned by the Professional Rodeo Cow¬ 
boy’s Association, the National West¬ 
ern Stock show and Rodeo usually 
attracts the top competitors including 
reigning and former world champions. 

The total pay-out for the rodeo on 
the Wrangler Pro Rodeo Tour in the 
winter series boasted a purse of 
$498,237. 

However, only four Canadians were 
able to tuck some American cash into 
their Wrangler jeans as world class 
mounts from Buetler Bros, and Cervi, 
Bud Kirby, Kesler Championship Ro¬ 
deo and Glen Southwick held the up¬ 
per hand through the go-arounds. 

Brooks roughstock competitor, 
Robert Bowers, captured the bull rid¬ 
ing event and placed in the bareback 
competition to secure second in the 
all-around title with $10,428 in total 
winnings. 

Bowers rode three bulls for an 
aggregatte score of 249. 

In the final go-around, Big Valley 
bull rider, Kelly Armstrong certainly 
wasn’t cooking burgers on top of 
Ronald McDonald as he rode the Bueler 
Bros. &Cervi black and white bull to a 
spectacular 85. The score was good 
enough to capture second place in the 
bull riding event. 

With $4,026 in winnings Armstrong 


will be able to afford a couple of Big 
Mac’s at McDoanlds now. 

Defending Canadian Professional 
Rodeo Association bull riding cham¬ 
pion, Rob Bell, of Water Valley, marked 
a 79 in the first go-around to pocket 
$360 in earnings. 

Former CPRA calf roping and rookie 
of the year champion, Mark Nugent, 
of Water Valley, finished seventh in 
the calf roping event with an aggre¬ 
gate time of 29.3 seconds and $1,509 in 
winnings. 

With his performance in Denver 
Armstrong has leaped into second place 
in the Jack Daniel’s World Standings 
pocketing $8,131 in earnings. 
Armstrong trails Bowers by $4,000 in 
the race for top billing in the bull 
riding event. 

Meanwhile, Nugent’s lightning 
quick rope has earned him $3,768 good 
enough for an eleventh place in the 
calf roping event. 

Defending CPRA saddle bronc cham¬ 
pion, Glen O’Neill, of Water Valley, 
has crawlwed into ninth place in the 
world standings with earnings of 
$2,673. 

This past week end competitors 
packed up and trekked into Rapid City, 
south Dakota, to participate in the 
Black Hills Stock Show and Rodeo, 
the second stop on the Wrangler Pro 
Rodeo Tour Series. 

Rodeo action in Canada on the 2001 
CPRA circuit starts in March with 
running of rodeos in Medicine Hat and 
Camrose from March 16-18.
